Dr. Terry Cline, in a 
FULCRUM interview, stated 


that campus troubles in the past 


few years “‘have placed us in a _ 


Survival-Fight mode, versus a 
Construct mode.” It is with the 
intent of rectifying this problem 
that Dr. Cline begins his work at 
BCC. 

Dr. Cline took the position of 
Vice-President of Academic 
Affairs after leaving Mon- 
tgomery Community College in 
Rockland, Maryland. There he 
held the post of Assistant 
Academic Dean. 

Here he is currently studying. 
the feasibility of implementing 
a January Intersession 
Program, where courses could 
be made up after the Fall 
session, or a student could take 
extra courses to lighten his 
Spring load. This Intersession 
would also be an opportunity for 
a student to explore other 
subjects not on his major course 
list.

Dr. Cline’s 
office is exploring 
curricula such as_ Legal 
Secretary, Construction 
Technology, and Auto 
Mechanics. 

Another of Dr. Cline’s goals is 
to lend more guidance to the 
Convocation Program at BCC. 
He may establish a Committee 
through the Campus Gover- 
nance Committee, or directly 
through his office. The present 
USG Convocation Committee 


would be an integral part of the _ 


All-Campus body. 

By far the goal stréssed most 
by Dr. Cline was that of a more 
centralized and less restricted 
Registration Process. He sees 
an escape from the strict block 
scheduling, where students 
from one curriculum are of- 
fered only a few electives, and 
only with their constant 
classmates, to a system in 
which local citizens and part- 


time students could easily joina © 


group of full-time students of 
mixed curricula to share their 
method of learning, and thereby

Dr. Cline closed the interview 
by stating his Administrative 
Philosophies. He feels that 
administration should be a 
facilitative (constructive) 
process, and that to maintain 
his accessibility, he would take 
his work home at night.

Most students are fully aware 
of the Cecil C. Tyrrell Library 
but few students know or un- 
derstand what the library is 
about. The library is more than 
a collection of books, it is a 
resource and learning center. 


The library has a collection of 
about 45,000 books and 
magazines which are loaned on 
a two-week basis. It also has 
many film and sound cassettes, 
records, slides, filmstrips, and 
other non-print media. There is 
a continual influx of materials 
which takes up to six months to 
record and place on the shelves 
so if you don’t find what you 
need ask. The library also has 
means of acquiring material 

from other libraries and are 
more that willing to help. 


The library has a few rooms 
for group study on a first come, 
first serve basis. They also have 
typewriters and a typing room 
which are available to all 
students.

you are a serious user of the 


library then you should obtain 
one. :

A debate between the three 
candidates for Broome County 
Executive was held in the gym 
on Tuesday, Oct. 12, 1976. Mr. 
Ben Kasper, political science 
instructor at BCC, was the 
moderator. 

Edwin Crawford, incumbent 
County. Executive, is the 
Republican nominee. Donald 
McManus, the Town of Union 
Supervisor, is the Democratic 
nominee and Charles Kark, 
Broome County Legislature and 
former Town of Fenton 
Supervisor, is the nominee of 
the Conservative Party. 


Mr. Crawford in his opening 
statement said he was as im- 
pressed by the number at- 
tending the debate at Broome as 
he was unimpressed by the 
attendance at a similar debate 
“across the river,’’ referring to 
SUNY-Binghamton. Mr. 
Crawford said we must give 
attention to the youth, elderly, 
needy, and indigent of the 
community and we must re- 
examine priorities. He called” 
BCC a great community asset 
and called for continuance of 
the open admission policy ‘‘at 
all costs” so that all graduating 
high school seniors in Broome 
County have a chance to attend 
college.

Fly Like 
IN Bird

When you were small, did you 
ever jump from the third step of 
a flight of stairs, and so love the 
feeling of- falling that you 
climbed back up to the fourth 
step to jump again? If so, you 
probably returned to a higher 
step after each jump, until that 
old law of Diminishing Returns 
forced you to stop climbing 
because there was more 
discomfort in landing than there 
was pleasure in falling. i. 

Well, cheer up! Now you can 
fall. . . for as long as you like 
without fear of a painful lan- 
ding. You’re old enough and big 
enough to use a parachute, and 
instead of jumping from merely 
the sixth or seventh step, you 
can jump from the three- 
thousandth step! 


Those who have jumped with. 


the BCC Parachute Club know 
the feeling of strapping on the 
finest safety equipment 
available, so safe that it will 
open all by itself if thrown from 
a plane; the feeling of lifting off 
in a small aircraft, watching the 
world shrink as the horizons 
expand; the feeling of 
crouching outside the plane on a 
small step, clutching the wing 
strut, waiting for a slap on the 
thigh and the Jumpmaster’s 
“Go!” 

The people who have gone 
know of the exhilirating fall for 
the eternal seconds before the 
feather-light tugging of the 


gentle swing as it takes the 
weight of their bodies. And best 
of all, they know the comfort of 
a perfect opening with a well- 
fitting harness, and are able to 
see a whole, colorful, 
panoramic valley with rivers, 
highways, towns, and farms, all 
visible between their feet. 
Some might fear the landing, 
but it is an unfounded fear. If 
one jumped from a platform 
just four and one-half feet above 
the ground he would hit the 
ground at 17 feet per second, 
just as if he had jumped out of a 
plane with a parachute. And 
after his pre-jump ground 


' training, he knows how to take 


even that short fall with little or 
no discomfort. 

The only thing holding most 
people from jumping is the fear 
of falling, and of course, the 
fear of landing, and sometimes 
even the fear of stepping out of a 
moving airplane, but others are 
afraid of getting out of bed in 
the morning, too. .

Division of the college for im- 
proving the quality of police 
service in Broome County. Mr. 
Crawford said he believed in a 
“sreat future for this institution 
to serve the needs of future high 
school graduates.” 

Charles Kark called eellage 
students the ‘‘leaders of 
tomorrow’’ and expressed 
concern about leaving us to the 
burden of paying off debts from 
today’s defecit spending. Mr. 
Kark said he ‘‘stands behind’”’ 
the open enrollment policy at 
BCC and he feels the college 
trustees are competent to 
handle college finances. Mr. 
Kark also suggested that the 
county hire college students for 
internship programs within the 
county government’ thus 
benefitting both the student and 
the county government. 

Mr. McManus opened his 
comments by attacking Mr. 
Crawford’s ‘‘welfare freeze” 
plan. Mr. McManus said that 
the added welfare cost would 
have to be picked up by the state 
and indicated this would raise 
state taxes and mean a cut in 
service, with probable cuts to 
the SUNY system. 

McManus said for every 
dollar the county saved on 
welfare, it would cost the state 
about $2.75 thus causing higher 
state taxes because of higher 
subsidies to the NYC welfare 
system. Mt. McManus said he 
supported the open admissions 
policy at BCC. 

Mr. Crawford was asked by a 
student why SUNY-Binghamton 
had better bus service than 
BCC. Under the agreement with 
Harpur, SUNY students; de the 
bus at no fare any tin.e. The 
students pay a three dollar fee 
per semester for this service. 
Mr. Crawford said that a 
similar agreement could be 
made with BCC and indicated 
the county is already 
negotiating with the 
Binghamton City School 
District and Seton Catholic 
Central High School for con- 
tract service. 

Regarding refuse disposal in 
the county, Crawford said that 
although landfill operations are 
presently the most efficient 
other alternate means of waste 
disposal should be explored. 
Mr. Kark, a member of the 
County Legislature Landfill 
Committee, urged exploring 
means of recycling wastes. He

discussed a plan in which refuse 
would be shipped to Milikan 
Power Station on Cayuga Lake 
to be used to fuel electric 
generators. He _ indicated, 
however, that air pollution and 
shipping costs made this plan 
undesireable. Mr. McManus 
said that ‘‘landfills are most 
reasonable right now.”’ 
Concerning Off-Track Betting 
(OTB), Mr. Crawford said he 
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at broome community college 


opposed it because it ‘“‘would not’ 


solve many problems.” Mr. 
Kark also opposed OTB and 
compared it to the N.Y. State 
Lottery which, he says, ‘‘did not 
help education like it was 
supposed to.’’ Mr. McManus 
supported the adoption of OTB 
to ‘‘get gambling above the 
table’’ and indicated OTB would 
be a deterrent to illegal gam- 
bling in Broome County. 
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BCC Biography

Mr. Charles Croll is a 
professor in the Psychology 
Department of Broome Com- 
munity College. He teaches 
courses in General Psychology, 
Child Development, and 
Behavior Modification. He has 
been teaching at Broome for 10 
years. 

Mr. Croll is 34 years old and 
lives with his wife and five 
children in Castle Creek N.Y. 
He received his education from 
SUNY Binghamton, SUNY 


Oneonta and Marywood College 


in Scranton. 

Mr. Croll believes that. the 
American education system is 
set up incorrectly. He said that 
students should be ‘‘actively 
rather than passively involved 
with their education.’’ He 
believes that students learn the 
most when they are teaching 
others and favors seniors 
teaching juniors, juniors 
teaching sophmores, etc. High 
school teachers should serve 
simply as experts in a research 
capacity according to Mr. Croll. 
He also said that most teachers 
should be switched to 
elementary grades because this 
is where ‘“‘kids go wrong.”’ Mr. 
Croll says that there should be, 
ideally, only five children per 
elementary class. This could be 
accomplished, at no extra cost 
to the taxpayers, by tran- 
sferring many of the high school 
teachers into the elementary 
grades. 

Mr. Croll said that the role of 
the family is very important in 
the development of children. He 
says the ‘nuclear family is 
allowed more options today”’ in 
that more mothers are working 
and sending their children to 
babysitters and. day care 
centers. He also said the public 
schools are picking up many of 
the roles traditionally held by 
the nuclear family.

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Mr. Croll has been nominated 
for the State University 
Chancellor’s Award. This 
award is given to an _ out- 
standing instructor from one of 
the State University Colleges. 
Each college within the State 
University nominates one or 
two of its instructors and these 
names are then in turn 
reviewed by a selection com- 
mittee in Albany with the 
winner receiving official 
recognition. Mr. Croll was also 
recipient of a local community 
college teaching award and was 
promoted to a full professorship 
this year by the college. Mr. 
Croll described new college 
President Dr. Peter Bromerly 
as a ‘‘good president~’ 

Mr. Croll says, ‘‘My practical 
outlooks and approaches to 
teaching are based upon per- 
sonalizing instruction. Each 
student in all of my courses, 
must participate in,at least one 
group, interactional project 
activity which 
commences early in the 
semester, is followed by five to 
seven group meetings and then 
finally culminates with the 
accomplishment of a previously 
stated goal. My success as an 
instructor has been primarily 
based upon properly struc- 
turing and executing these 
project activities such that each 
student will ultimately feel a 
personal connection to the 
completed course.’’ Some topics 
used in these group projects 
have been : relating learning 
principles to ethical issues, 
determining the legal status of 
mental patients, assessing 
children’s responses to moral 
situations, and defining con- 
trolled stimuli in one’s own life. 
Mr. Croll’s classes are ex- 
periences in sharing in which 
the student learns how to learn 
while he is learning how to 
teach others.

Commemorations is an odd, 
mysterious novel by Hans 
Herlin that fails to satisfy at 
every turn of plot and nuance, 
as a biographer of an important 
steel family is hired to kill the 
former head of a Fascist prison 
camp who was presumed dead. 
His agonizing decision about 
killing the senile old man while 
falling in love with the daughter 
of a woman the man killed 
personally is misplaced 
psychology transmuted. into 
bilious boredom--this mix is 
regrettably the whole of the 
plot. re 
The steel family depicted is a 
complete stereotype. The usual 
types are present-flighty girl, 
dedicated wife, two sons, one a 
degenerate athlete and the 
other a dull businessman, and 
lastly, a stern father type who 
maintains his soul in senility. It 
is the dull son who hires the 
biographer to maintain a 
twofold presence in the house— 
as an observer and compiler of 
a commemorating book of filial 
celebration, and waiting to 
commit a killing no one will 
investigate. These totally un- 
convincing strands of plot are 
thrown together in a haphazard 
fashion, with a guarantee of 
complete confusion the 
hallmark. At no time during the 
story can the reader figure out 
a) What year the scene is set in, 
b) Which Julia is in the scene, 
and c) What the point of each 
vignette, major or minor, is. 
The story is filled with glaring 
errors in judgment, and-a kind 
of meandering inefficiency that 
can be misinterpreted, or as a 
critic on the book jacket said, 
“it is a hypnotic classic!”’ Since 
the book itself doesn’t fit the 
quote, one wonders if the person 
even read the book, or just fell 
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gentry life, and finds the people 
willing to give up. He teaches 
them how to fight again, after 
getting his chest ripped for 
purification, and leads them 
against the brutal white trap- 
pers in a final battle scene that 
is handled with an economy of 
style by director Irvin Ker- 
shner. Richard Harris and Gale 
Sonderrgurd are good actors, 


‘and the film shows Indians as 


heroes for a change, instead of 
bloodthirsty villains. 


High Velocity is a film to stay 
away from. The acting, action 
and plotting are an atrocious 
mess, and the end is mad- 
deningly inconvlusive. As a 
film, it would make a nice 
celluloid ashtray.

Even Cowgirls Get The Blues 
is much better. Tom Robbins 
herein has created a tale of 
startling complexity, as some 
cowgirls fight to take over a 
health ranch for fat middle aged 
women, and make it into a 
communal ranch for liberated 
women, eating peyote buttons, 
watching old Dale Evans 
movies, and raising whooping 
cranes for pets. 

The tale is not told-in a simple 
chronological structure. Zen 
parables and asides are 
cleverly enmeshed throughout 
to bring about a- greater 
meaning in the minds of each 
individual character, as they 
aim toward tragedy and 
comedy. The heroine, Sissy 
Hanksaw’s meeting with the 
chink and the Countess are 
determinedly funny, but 
knowing of the characters in- 
volved and their development. 

Sissy Hanksaw is a_perfect 
character for this kind of 
elliptical novel. Born with 
gigantic thumbs, she wends her 
way through life, hitchhiking 
until she finds a purpose at the 
Rubber Rose Ranch. Bonanza 
Jellybean, queen of the ranch, 
brings her into the fold, and 
causes her to become involved 
in a fight for something, a fight 
that becomes violent when the 
government muscles in. The 
final fight, climaxed by an 
anarchic bandit hitting the law 
with bonds, is quick and funny 
violence, not unnecéssarily 
brutal or marring. 

Even Cowgirls Get The Blues 
is an interesting book that 
treats the battle of the sexes in 
an impressionistic way, and 
rewards the reader with a 
wonderful elation, something 
that few books even attempt to 
attain.
